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Buhoup’s Great Floating 
Hindoo Pagoda 


In the 1850’s J W Buhoup traveled with 
an exhibition of “Chemical Dioramas and 
Chinese Pyric Fires,” advertised as “the 
best thing ever introduced into the United 
States.” Often finding it difficult to procure 
a hall large enough to accommodate his 
audience, Buhoup had the moveable Pagoda 
constructed in Pittsburgh. Designed to travel 
on a showboat, the Hindoo Pagoda was said 
to seat 2400 people. The Floating Hindoo 
Pagoda traveled the Ohio River until it was 
destroyed by fire in Trinity, Louisiana. 


I believe the show was partly a magic lantern 
show, based on descriptions in the press that 
mention dissolving views and chromatrope.

If there is a little space in a future 
publication, I’d like to get in 
contact with other collectors who 
have M. C Lilley lanterns- I’d like 
information and also I need some 
parts: this example is in lovely 
condition except someone took all 
the lenses out.The condenser unit 
from one of my others fits it, but the 
lens elements won’t thread into 
the barrel. 


Hi Eric, Ron here - 


I know a little about MC Lilley; I have two 
lanterns and a couple of catalogs. I’m sure 
Larry will put your question in the e-pub, but 
I believe Jack Judson has information on MC 
Lilley and you might want to contact him 
directly as well. 


One lantern I have is similar to the one in 
your photo, but not exact. The condensing 
lens assembly just fits into the hole in the 
wood housing, I have not found evidence of 
anything to hold it in place. It looks in your 
photo the objective lenses are all there — or is

something missing? The one I have has two chromed 
leaf springs that would hold a wood mount slide in 
place, plus a similar slot in the bottom for a vertical 
slip/mechanical slide. I did make a wood holder 

that fits in the bottom slot without any damage to the 
original lantern so it can be used with a standard 3-1/4 
x 4 carrier or 4 x 7 wood mounts. Let me know if you 
would like photos. 


The catalogs I have are interesting, but all are post 
— your lantern. 1899 and on, no wood parts at all in 
the lanterns pictured. If you would like copies of 


catalogs I have, just let me know. They are 
interesting but not of use for the lantern in 
your picture. 


Lilley, as you may know, became a large 
factory/manufacturing enterprise, including 
high quality swords, for many years after 
humble beginnings with women sewing 
regalia for fraternal organizations in their 
homes. Fascinating story. I am somewhat 
intrigued as Columbus, OH is my home 
town and there is no remembrance of the 
large factory there except in historical 
archives. One question I wonder, given the 
large product line MC Lilley offered, did 
they really manufacture magic lanterns in 
their Columbus factory or purchase them 
from a wholesaler and put their name on 
them? 


I am sorry but I have no source for parts 
except watching eBay for lenses or other 
things to come up. I have one chimney and 
need a second, if I can find a tinsmith to 
make a copy. I am not a good tinsmith, I 
have found. 


I am always on the lookout for wood mount 
MC Lilley American civil war slides to 
enhance my civil war show.

The Balopticon was a name adopted by 
Bausch & Lomb for their stereopticon or 
magic lantern range, but later it became 
almost a generic term for magic lantern. 
Bausch and Lomb were manufacturers of 
various optical devices and produced high 
quality lenses for photographic, telescopic, 
binocular and other optical instruments. 


J H Thurston of Boston, Mass. was a slide 
dealer and agent for TH McAllister, slide 
manufacturer. Thurston’s appear to have 
been suppliers of slides to educational 
institutions, though may well have had a 
more far-reaching clientele. The firm was 


active around the late 19th Century and into 


the 20th. It 1s possible that the Zodiac set 
may be something to do with astronomy, 
though examination of the slides should 

enable the subject matter to be identified. 


If you would send us some pictures of the 
slides (and the lantern, if you so wish) we 


can add them to our monthly E-Publication 


and maybe some of our members can give 
you more detailed information.

I’m not sure about what is missing either! It 
looks like a scientific lantern, where the objective 
lens can be moved a long way forward so that 

an experiment of some kind (like a water tank, 
electroscope etc) can be set up and shown ‘live’ 
on the screen. The spring 1s, I think, supposed to 
secure the top of a slide carrier. There 1s a groove 
into which the bottom of the carrier would fit. 
The spring would need gentle bending backwards 
a bit, toward the lamp house, to do its job.

A fine set of thirteen hand coloured slides of 
the song which make a splendid dissolving 
view sequence. The effects of the Saviour’s 
head and the angels can be dissolved on to any 
of the stone cross images as required. We have 
a similar set that we use with the Tennessee 
Ernie Ford version of the song, which works 
really well to great audience acclaim. The 
slides are mostly marked Globe Slide & Film 
Co, Makers - Albion, Mich. Some are marked 
for the retailer, E Ward-Stilson Co, Anderson, 
Ind. All are from the same manufacturer 

and dissolve into each other beautifully. The 
original complete set was of 17 slides, as the 
highest number one is labelled 17 - All Hail the 
Power of Jesus’ Name. If you have a biunial 
or triple lantern, this set is a must for your 
presentations! 


Globe Slide & Film Co was operating from 


around 1900 onward as makers of lantern slides, 


later for advertising purposes in early movie 
theatres, In this capacity they were still in 
business into the 1940s. 


The Ward Stilson Co. had its beginnings in New 
London, Ohio, in 1888, when C. E. Ward and his 
brother-in-law, E. R. Stilson, bought a company, 





which made lodge rosettes, from four men for less 
than $200.The business received an unexpected 
boost shortly after when the company received an 
order for 600 bullion collars from the Odd Fellows 
Lodge. The men accepted the order, undaunted by 
the fact that no one in their company knew how to 
make them or run a sewing machine. They moved to 
Anderson, Indiana, in 1913 and specialised in Lodge 


items. It is most probable that this slide set was 
originally used in a lodge.
